In the Old Weert 
India Islands the agents were paid by the islands themeelves; they 
were not chargeable on the floances of the country, H» hoped that the 
Britich constitution would never be extended to Trinidad, till the popala- 
tion was more namerons and more varied, Where there was bat a small 
namber of inhabitants, he did not like to see a portion of them playing 
at legislation, Ta those oases they bed the forms of the constitation 
without its spirit, There was, he observed, a wete for Sierra Leone. 
Whatever was expended on that settlement, wes not oly tald oat with 
a good tatention, bat had, he believed, solidly and substantially realized 
the objects which the ligislatare had ia eiew, 


Mr HUSKISSON baid, if the new colonies were placed in the ad. 
wantegeons sitnation of having local legislataray, they would etili fad it 
necessary to have agents in thie country to neguiiate, on differeat oc. 
cacions, with Government. With respect to the lajand of Jaualea, though

the inteliectaed eet mergl eeedition of car Inciien fellow enbjerts, The 
predecessors of Lord Hastings we ape placed le cireamstaness in 
whieh they could net direct a marked attention tuibis vast object. The 
time was wot so fully come— the experience tinee acquired did not then 
exist, end the prejedices of many thea appeareé to be immoveabie. It 
was reserved fer the beneficent rele of Lerd Hastiagsio remove there 
impediments beth at home andin Indie. The weight of hic weme, the 
prodeece of bis measures in the sther parts of bis sdministration, bis 
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dia, received a sanction from an authority which ail revered, and whieh 
every one felt it cafe to follew. 

It was qalte @ liberal act of hie Lerdship’s govermment to promote 
tesaace the establishaent of a Native Press, and thes 
to encoerage the diffusion of information all over Tadia 
a step this was for the amelioratioe of the condition of the watives, ne 
pereen can be ignorant whe has traced the effects of the press in other 
covatries, The netives thomse!res soon availed (hemseives of this pri- 
vilege : we leas than four Weekly Papers in the native languages have 
now been established; ead there are hopes that these efurts will een- 
tribate essentially te arease the native mind from ite long let af 
death, and While it excites them to enquire what le going forward in « 
werld of which Asia forms so important  pertion, arge them to aseer. 
tain their owe slination reepecting that etereal world, whiek really eom- 
menirates all the vigor and lntereet now 60 visible in Rarepeans, Nor 
bas this liberty been abused by them ia the least degree, vot these vehi- 
ches of intelligence have begun te be called for from the very extremitive 
of British ladia, aad the talents of the watives themselves have not un- 

tly heen ewerted in the production of essnye thet would have douse 
te our own ¢Coaatrymen, — z 

A very brief canmeration of the varioas Séeleties which have been 
inatituted, aud the varions steps taken with a view tothe mental im- 
provement of fudia, le ail that our limite will further allow, and indeed 
all that ls pecessary to the elucidation of our aubject. As ag experiment, 
in the year 1814, his Lordship passed a vote im Connecil for the applieat)- 
ow of Six Huadred Rupees monthiy to the erection of echools around 
Chineorah, ender the care of the late Rev, Mr. May; aud at present 
these schools are in a Muercisbing epwlitien, ead promise wach geod ia 
the iumisation of the rising generation iu that neighbeurhoed. 


Io the year Neng, Nae eoded the Hinde College, the wealthy aa. 
tives by the countenance aud attracted by the 
example of bis forward as the enpportera of this im- 
pertant jnetitetion, direction of this College, ls we believe, prig- 
cipally eoafided to the natives 4 sud it is a moat cheering sight to wite 
ness the sabstantial proofs afforded jn this College of the seal with whieh 
the great ehjeet of mrmtal improvement is met and welcomed by the 
higher classes of ear native (e\lew-subjects, 


Ip 1816 the Serempere Lastitatien far Native Schools was formed 
and the “ Hints,’ whieh beve led te the general patronage of Netiva 
Schools throng hout thie Presidency, were published, And in 1618, the

marked condescension to these natives whe hed secess to his person, ;

enable him to conquer difficeities wkich were ones deemed lnsaperable, 
aad gave him a right tossy, in bis parting address to the ivhabitents of 
Calcutta, that “ the offer of @ducation made to the people of this coun. 
try, had beea heartily aed unbesitaiingly accepted.” 


It becomes we however to teke a more distinct view of what has 
been attempted ander bis Lerdship’s edmiaistraiion towords amelior- 
atiog the mente! condition of eur Asiatic feliew-subjects, prefacing our 
remerks with this geeeral Sbservetion, that the aid affurded by his Lord- 
ship te this object, is wet to be measered so gach by the efforts actually 
taade on the part of government itself, as by the cordial satiefartion 
coustantly manifested respetting every attempt of this nature. There 
has indeed? bren exhibited in bis Lovdship’s administration from its com- 
mrnrement te 8 close, @ generesivy ced hbereblity of feelings o8 these 
sehjects, which has geierd the csefidence aad excited the edmirsiicn 
ef all good men. It was thipmebleoeesef feoling which ied his Lord 
ship to aim pt the good of Indis, mot merely as « British Governer, but 
a° & philasthbrogisgt; avd it is a tact werthy of potice, thet e'meost every 
iye'tatice wow in existence smog as for the weraial improvement of the 
Natives, hae cobmesred seder his Le: dobip’s adeinictraiion ; and ie

The School. Hook Society established ie the your 1617, was in reality 
ortgivated by the ilinetrious eonsert of the Marqiece, before her fivet ree 
ture te Engleed; eed how happy e meaes this hee become of diffusing 
‘ smong the natives in the eapite! and cisewhors, & relerence 
te the works this Bociety has published, wii faliy demomewate, Her 
Ladeship ne dopbt saw, that cchools wonld be establieched, iv vaia unless 
snitable elenentery works could Obtained for them ; and her judgment 
herein Grverves the highest commendation ; fer the country itself could 
fel sappy a éingte wative chikt’s beok, althoagh seheois in siniost every 
contideratle village bad existed for ages. Strange a6 1f may seem, 
reading scarcely made ang part of the exercises of these schools; and it 
is very dificult even uew to detain hoye iq tte mative schools ertabiished

In the year 1818, wader the same presiding stimulus, the School 
Society in Caleatta was formed, inthe disection of which also the rich 
natives have taken a very interesting share, ] 


The College olginated soon afer by the late Bishop of Calentta, 
Dr. Middiéton, received his Lordship’s countenance as an additional 
anailiary inthe lilumination of the East; end in 1819, his Lordebip in 
Council was pleased to present the premises on which Bishop's College 
was soon after begun, as « donation to that Lastitation. . 


Nor has the Marquess confined his patronage to the efferts of Enro- 
peans; he has encouraged varions Institutions which are wholly in the 
hands of the Natives. The government grants to the native Colleges in 
Calestta, Benares, and Nadeeya, have we andertiand been increased ; 
and it has been for some time iv coutemplation to fonnd « College fos 
Sangskrit at Calentta, ander the immediate patronage of Government. 
A Medical Tustitation also has been recently formed at Caleutia by his 
Lardship, for the instruction of native students jateaded to be attached 
to the army; and of coarse with a view to the improvement of medical 
science among the natives,

Moved by the same coneern forthe Improvement of the matives, 
hie Lordship has patrowized the Agricnitaral Society from its every be- 
gining. A Thousand Rupees anovally have been granted by his Lord. 
ship in Council, towards meeting its expenses ; and since, hie Lordship 
has added the Experimental Farm formed wear Barrackpore, to the He 
nourable Company's Botanic Garden, with en Immediate view to its 
assisting the Agricultural Society ia their experiments aod poranite. 


Thas unweariedly hae his Lardship pursaed thie grand object, the 
mentalimprovement of British Todia; and what a satisfaction li mast 
have bees to him te have been able to intimate in hie parting address 
to the lohabitante of Calcatta that his efforts to gain the confidence of 
the natives, and to allure them to be co-workers with us in the moral 
regeneration of their country, had succeeded In so great a degree: — 
«* Your advertance to the demeanor iu which I have obeerved and in- 
caleated in my intercourse with the Natives, is peewtiarly gratifying to 
me. The effects, if 1 do mot deceive myself, are very visible in the re. 
Nenee of all clases of them tn the fairness of our purposes, and in the 
frankness with which they meet any encesraging advances from as. The 
observation applies itself more partionlarly to the readiness with which 
they send their children to the Schools established by ns, This is se 
distivet that I now look with confidence te the rapid diffusion of moral 
inetraction threngheat a population in which it hes for « long peried 
heen lamestably wanting. The known talents and disposition of my des- 
tined Successor, ensare persevering attention to this most interesting 
pent. 

Ta another age or two what will an enlightened Mindso say? Even 
now, ia the very infancy of our operations, we see the barriers of preju- 
dice thrown dowe which kept the Euronean and the Hindes at en an- 
approachable distance ; a system of illumination formed and in full ope- 
ration, sided hy the presence and exertions of the very natives whose 
powerful iuftuence we feared wonld have been fatal to ow plans: thoa- 
sands and thousands of youths end childrea, crowding te cur schools, 
and teaght by thelr own countrymen; native presses in operation ; even 
fomale schools secceediag beyoud eli calculation, avd the 
agelvet them sabsiding in the most eastenishing manner; hooks rapidly 
cirenlating; colleges erected, and studeats preparing (eo apread science 
throughout these countries. 


Thos then the grand experiment has been tried,aad has eneceeded 
and his Lordship returns te bis mative conntry es the mest aneseeption- 
able ef all witnesses, that the amelioration of the meatal condition of eur 
Indian fellow eubjects, is perfectly safe, and by no means a0 object be- 

ond our reach, Aud he returns too with the seblime satisfaction ia 

ie own mind, that the light which he bas kindied, will sbiee tili all Bast 
era Asia sball partake of its cM:igence, and shall co-operate with the 
sons of Barepe in carrying meut.! aad moral celtivation te the atmost 
of that perfection of which aian io bit prevent slate is capable,
